WASHINGTON—A_. major 
revision in officer promotion 
policy, part of which will re- 
quire legislative action, is 
nearing final form at the De- 
fense level. The Army is op- 
posed to it, but will be forced 
to go along with the proposals. 


The revision is being studied 
the code name . “White 
Charger.” It is an “essential part” 
of the Cordiner recommendations 
and applies to officer promotion 
policy the personnel management 
concepts implied in his pay bill. 

The revision would order five 
main points. Most revolutionary 
for the Army would be the re- 
quirement that all selections for 
temporary promotion be on a “best- 
qualified” basis and that failure of 
selection twice (two-time passover) 
for temporary promotion would not 
mean elimination 


Other points would: 

® Require use of the  best- 
qualified method for permanent 
promotion to major and higher 
grades; 

® Set up an “outstanding of- 


ficer selection program” from be- 
low the zone for permanent promo- 
tion; 

® Establish that in any zone for 
selection of officers for promotion 
to grades below colonel, at least 
80 percent of the new eligibles be 
selected, and; 

® Permit the service secretary 
to_retire officers with more than 
20 years’ service whose retention 


was not considered in the best in- 
terests of the service. 

Present Army policy, as com 
pared to that proposed in the 


“White Charger” package is: 

In temporary promotion proce 
dures, selection for colonel and 
lieutenant colonel is under the 
“best-qualified” method. Selection 
for lower grades is under the 
“fully-qualified” method, Failure 
twiee of selection for temporary 
promotion to grades of lieutenant

CHICAGO, — The Sergeant of.- 
ficially joined the Army’s guided 
missile arsenal here this week. Dr. 
William HH. Martin, director of 
Army research and development 
speaking in place of Army Secre- 
tary Wilber M. Brucker, presided 
at the unveiling at a meeting of the 
Headline Club. 

Sergeant is the first of the ‘“see- 
ond generation” missiles to become 
operational. It replaces Corporal, 
from which it was developed. 

Differences are these: 

Sergeant is 24 feet in diamieter, 
the same as Corporal, but is 30 
feet long compared to the Cor- 
poral’s 40 feet. 

Propulsion system for Sergeant 
is a solid fuel rocket which is far 
simpler to ‘handle in the field than 
‘he Corporal’s analine and fuming 
ced nitric acid liquid fuel rocket.

WASHINGTON.—Round one of 
the military pay bill fight opened 
before a packed committee room 
(pn Capitol Hill this-week with As 
sistant Defense Secretary William 
H. Francis Jr. throwing the Sun- 
day punches for Defense and Col. 
James Keck, of OSD, handling the 
in-fighting. 

Meanwhile, figures in the hands 
of the subcommittee indicate that 
at force levels set in the fiscal 
59 Administration budget Enlist- 
ed promotions will fall off sharply 
in the next two to three years.

WASHINGTON.—Rough weather

Trailer Park, Loan Shark 
Probe Ordered in South 


FORT RUCKER, Ala. A tri- 
state Armed Forces Disciplinary 
Control Board which met here re- 
cently decided to investigate: 

@ Sanitation and utilities furn- 
ished in trailer communities near 
military installations in Georgia, 
Alabama, and Florida; and 

@ Small loan agencies charging 
service personnel exorbitant rates 
of interest. 

Representatives of military in- 
stallations in the Third Army, Sixth 
Naval District, and the 14th Air 
Force attended the conference. 
Purpose of the group is to elimin- 
ate conditions harmful to the wel- 
fare and civic life of military per- 
sonnel in the three-state area. 

Maj. Victor J. Cook, veterinarian 
at Tyndall AFB, Fla., proposed the 
trailer village survey. He said a 
study revealed more than 1500 fam- 
ilies from Tyndall live in mobile 
home sites where sewage systems, 
general sanitation, and water sup- 
plies are sub-standard and a health 
hazard. 

Local and state health authori- 
ties, who sit with the board in an 
advisory capacity, approved the 
idea and the proposal was accepted 
unanimously. 

Each military post is conduct- 
ing its separate survey in conjunc- 
tion with local health authorities. 
Results were to be presented at 
the February meeting in Mobile, 
Ala.

COL. HENRY C. URQUHART, 
Staff Judge Advocate of the Army 
Aviation Center, Fort Rucker, dis- 
cussed problems involving military 
personnel being charged extremely 
high interest rates on small, short- 
term loans. 

Col. Urquhart said the chief 
problem area is Alabama, since 
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Georgia and Florida have stringent 
laws concerning loan rates. “Our 
problem here, however,” he said, 
“is aggravated by the fact that 
while Alabama state law limits in- 
terest rate to eight percent, there 
is no proviso for a stiff penalty 
for infractions of the legal limit. 

“If a loan company is found 
guilty of charging interest in ex- 
cess of eight percent, it is required 
only to return to its client the sum 
charged as interest, Thus, the loan 
shark runs no risk of losing the 
principal.” 

“Furthermore,” he added, “each 
case must be handled separately in 
the courts, and while the interest 
on some small loans may ‘be as 
much As 600 percent per year it 
would hardly be profitable for the 
individual to fight his case at court 
for a $50 or $60 loan.” 

Col. Urquhart said that follow- 
ing an investigation of small loan 
companies in the Fort Rucker area 
post personnel were cautioned to 
be extremely careful .in ‘transaet- 
ing loans,

the Naval Mine Defense Labora- 
tory at Panama City; Turner AFB, 
Albany, Ga.; Moody AFB, Valdosta, 
Ga., and the Marine’ Corps Supply 
Center, also at Albany.

Army Shows 


Its Weapons 


To Carib School Students 


FORT AMADOR, C.Z. — Ap- 
proximately 90 Latin American 
student officers from the Army 
Caribbean School, Fort Gulick, 
Canal Zone witnessed an hour-long 
Infantry weapons demonstration at 
Empire Range, C.Z. 

The demonstration was staged 
by members of A Co., Ist BG, 20th 
Inf., Fort Kobbe, C.Z, 

The students were accompanied 
by Col. Gines Perez, USARCARIB 
Schoo] commandant; Lt. Col. Ar- 
thur G. May, deputy commander, 
Army Atlantic; Lt. Col. Robert H. 
Evans, chief of the tactics depart- 
ment; Lt. Col. Arden L. Bennett, 
senior instructor of the command 
and general staff course, and a 
number of other officers from the 
U.S. Army and Latin American 
countries who are members of the 
school staff and faculty. 

Battle Group officers present 
for the demonstration were Col. 
Robert W. Garrett, commanding 
officer of the 1st BG, Maj, Olin 
E. Smith, operations officer and 
project officer for the demonstra- 
tion; Capts. William L. DeVane, 
S-3 Section, and David Chung, 
commanding officer of A Co., as- 
sistants to Maj. Smith, and other 
[Ist BG officers. 

Countries represented at the 
demonstration were Bolivia, Colom- 
bia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Ecuador, El 
Salvador, Guatemala, Honduras, 
Mexico, Nicaragua and Peru. 

SP2 Donald L, Anderson fired 
the .45 automatic pistol at silhou- 
ette targets placed approximately 
50 yards down range. 

The sub-machine gun, which also 
fires the .45 caliber builet, was 
demonstrated by MSgt. Ramon M. 
Esquivel. 


Another shoulder weapon, the 


carbine, was fired by SFC Charles 
J. Letteny. 
PFC Fred W. Kemp demon- 


strated the M-1 rifle firing at tar- 
gets at various ranges. 

The Army’s newest weapons 
member is the M-14 rifle, which 
was fired during the demonstra- 
tion by Sgt. Harry E. Woods, When 
loaded, it weighs one-half pound 
less than the M-1 but has 20 rounds 
in its magazine compared to the 





eight round clip for the M-1. It 


will eventually replace the sub-ma- 
chine gun, M-1 and carbine The 
M-14 fires the NATO 7.62mm Car- 
tridge. 

The automatic rifle was demon- 
strated by SP3 Paul R. Staggart. 

SP3 Leonard M. Hansen and 
PFC Warriner B. Dix presented a 
traversing fire demonstration with 
two light machine guns (A-6). The 
A-6, mounted either on tripod or 
with shoulder stock and bipod, can 
fire 400 to 500 rounds per minute 
at an effective range of 2000 yards. 
It is a belt-fed, recoil-operated, air- 
cooled and fully automatic weapon 
weighing only 32 and one-half 


| pounds. 


Presenting a search and travers- 
ing fire demonstration were SP3 
William MacDougall and PFC Eu- 
gene W. Miller, who fired two 
heavy caliber .30 machine guns. 

Returning to the firing line 
again, Specialist MacDougall fired 
the caliber .50 machine gun. 

Demonstrations of the bayonet, 
concussion-type hand genrade and 
M-1 rifle grenade were presented 
by SFC Edward G. Sabin, Sgt. Al- 
len Williams and Sgt. Lyvén Edgar. 

The 33-inch rocket launcher, 4 
flat trajectory Infantry weapon, 
was operated by PFC Frank Cata- 
lona. 

SP3s Derel Kelly, Laurence Bruch 
and SFC Arhett H. Bodenhamer 
fired during demonstrations of the 
60 and 81mm and 4.2-inch mortars, 
in order. 

SP3 Charles Murchinson demon- 
strated the use of the 57mm re 
coilless rifle in knocking out an 
“enemy” bunker. 


The 75mm recoilless rifle was 
demonstrated by PFC Jerry A. 
Watson. 


The largest of the recoilless fam- 
ily, the 106mm rifle was fired by 
SP3 Elbert J. John. 

Highlights of the demonstration 
were the. antics of SFC Argeo T. 
Quinones-Droz, who after several 
“go-around” with Maj. Atilio Lopez 
Ameri, from the USARCARIB 
School and narrator for the pro- 
gram, fired his “superior” weapon 
—a simulated atomic bomb —to 
climax the show,

They have learned to sleep, eat, 
work and play together because of 
the restrictions geography has 
placed on their lives for one full 
year. 

Sievers, a veteran of 14 years 
Army service, six as an’ enlisted 
medical corpsman during War II, 
likes his work, although it meant 
seeing his three-month old son in 
Williamstown, N. J., for the first 
time last month and his wife and 
other children for the first time in 
six months. 

“T’ll admit,” he says, “it was a 
little hard to get used to life up 
there at first. When I arrived, it 
was all daylight, but by the end of 
November, it became all night. 
When I get back to Thule, I won’t 
see daylight again until the end of 
February.

SIEVERS AND his men like their 
living accommodations, “We live 
in sort of refrigerators in reverse. 
All my men live two men to rooms 
about seven by 10 feet. My noncom- 
missioned officers, the warrant of- 
ficers and myself live in slightly 
smaller rooms, but we have them 
to ourselves. All of the rooms are 
air conditioned, but the air out- 
side is cold so that 60 percent of

the old air is recirculated, and the 
new, fresh air—about 40 percent— 
is warmed first, then pumped in.

“We have to ration our water, 
though, because the ground is just 
too cold for pipes, and the water 
must be trucked in and the waste 
carried off. In a bad storm, when 
deliveries can’t be made, we have 
to save the water for drinking only, 
but in normal operations, we have 
plenty of water for washing and 
shaving.”

BAD STORMS are always in the 
back of every man’s mind at Thule. 
During the dark season, men al- 
ways travel and work in pairs. 
Each man carries a pocket-size 
folder on his person at all times. 
It tells him what he can do if he 
gets caught in one of the fierce 
Greenland storms. 

“Storms don’t often catch us by 
surprise, because it always gets 
very warm first. When the tempera- 
ture sheets up to 10 below, or 
sometimes even zero, we know 
that something is coming, and we 
start to call everyone in. If it is a 
phase I storm, with winds up to 30 
mph, and driving snows, I’m the 
only man in my outfit who can let 
a man go outside, and I won’t let 
anyone out unless it is a real 
emergency. If the winds get to the 
Phase II stage, 30 to 50 mph, and 
driving snows, only the base com- 
mander can let a man leave his 
headquarters. If the winds got 
into the Phase III stage, no one 
goes anywhere. Period.

units. 

The troop withdrawal was 
agreed upon in talks last summer 
between President Eisenhower and 
Japanese Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi. 

The last unit to leave was an 
Honest John rocket battalion sent 
to Korea. 

Exact figures on the number of 
troops remaining or the total with- 
drawn have not been released. 
However, DA spokesmen did say 
present Army strength in Japan 
is less than 50 percent of what it 
was at the time of the Eisenhower- 
Kishi agreement. 

When the talks took place last 
June, there were 30,000 U.S. 
round combat troops, 20,000

SPECIAL ARCTIC equipment is 
being overhauled and refinished 
at Eustis in preparation for- this 
year’s activity. Several 10-ton 
capacity OTACO cargo sleds are 
being rebuilt and repainted with 
the familiar Arctic color, interna- 
tional orange. 


Caterpillar tractors, the work- 
horses of Arctic travel, are being 
completely rebuilt and winterized 
for operations in temperatures 
down to 58 below zero. These low- 
ground ——— tractars pull the 
trains of cargo sleds and crew liv- 
ing quarters (wanigans) over the 
ice-cap trails. 

Wanigans provide living space 
and mess and command facilities 
for the Arctic personnel that op- 
erate the sled-trains. These mobile 
homes on sleds measure 12 by 38 
feet and are fitted to provide sleep- 
ing space for 24 men, along with 
room for washing machines, show- 
ers and a snow melter to get fresh 
water, 

This modern Arctic-operating 
equipment, maintained the year 
round by skilled personnel, will 
enable the Transportation Arctic 
Group to complete another season 
of support operations at the “Top 
of the World.” 


“Actually,” Sievers says, “the 
weather isn’t bad at all in Thule. 
In the summer it gets as warm 4s 
65 degrees above, and it seldom 
gets colder than 42 degrees below. 
In summer, we even have butter- 
flies. Of course, the ice cap is 
always there, so it doesn't feel too 
much like summer.” 

* + 


SIEVERS and all of his men have 
completed a special course on 
Arctic survival given by the Air 
Force, 

“Part of the course is spending 
the night on the ice cap without 
any special protective devices. We 
learn how to build igloos, and even 
how to use a parachute to good 
advantage. The igloo, as it is ‘com- 
monly pietured, is a very hard 
thing to make, but it is a good 
snug home in bad weather, and 
the heat of one candle will make 
it quite warm and comfortable. We 
usually erect a packed snow wall 
and cover it with a parachute. This 
is much easier to build than an 


igloo, it can be done in half the 
time, and it is nearly as com- 
fortable. 


“Everyone in Thule lives for the 
mail plane,” Sievers says. ““The one 
big rumor around Thule is that 
the mail plane is in. All mail comes 
in by plane, and any time one lands 
at Thule, the air is charged with 
excitement.” 

- “ + 

SOCIAL LIFE is active at Thule, 
though not in the more common 
ways. “As far as.I know,” Sievers 
says, “there are only six women 
at Thule. Three are Air Force 
nurses, OMe is married to the 
Danish naval commander who rep- 
resents his country at the base and 
the other two are his young 
daughters.” 

Aside from a shortage of women, 
life is! made as nearly normal as 
possible. The big base has its own 
television and radio statien, KOLD. 
Television runs films and record’ 
ings from the States from 6 p.m. 
to 11:30 p.m. daily, and the radio 
station operates from early mor- 
ning till late at night. If the KOLD 
system goes on, the blink, an 
alternate station, KBIC stands 
ready to broadcast radio programs. 

Thule also boasts a theater which 
shows movies twice nightly with a 
Sunday matinee thrown in. The 
base hasa_ full complement of 
clubs for all personnel, a chapel 
for all denominations, and an excel- 
lent hobby shop. 

* * * 

“RIGHT NOW,” Sievers says, 
“everyone in my outfit has the 
hi-fi bug. Some of the sets are 
really something to see and are 
probably worth a lot of money. 
My radar experts have sent for all 
sorts of equipment and have built 
beautiful sets. It’s surprising what 
men can do when they have time 
on their hands. 

“All in all,” he says, “I guess I'll 
be glad when my year’s tour is up, 
but I’ve really enjoyed it so far, 
and I’m past the halfway mark. 
The Army lets any man have a 15- 
day leave at what amounts to the 
half way point of his tour, and 
the time passes very quickly. The 
main thing, I guess, is that we’ve 
got a very big job to do. It must 
be done by someone, and it might 














just as well be us.”

In Good Hands

there is provision in our government’s wa 
of doing things for other voices to be hear 
That is why this newspaper, with no mone- 
tary interest in the matter but being fairly 
well-informed, has not hesitated to offer its 
own (constructive, we hope) criticism.

If disinterest is to be recommended in 
a discussion of this sort, then so is experi- 
ence. Consider for a moment the composi- 
tion of the Cordiner Committee, upon whose 
proposals the current Defense-backed pro- 
gram is based. It was made up of two indus- 
trialists, five assistant secretaries another 
former one and four senior military officers. 
Now take the board apart: 

Of the two “outsiders,” one, Chairman 
Cordiner, came in “cold” to service prob- 
lems, The other, Charles R. Hook, had a 
background in service pay which came from 
his framing a far different kind of pay law, 
the Career Compensation Act of 1949. 

The six assistant secretaries had two 
shortcomings in common: a short tenure 
in their jobs; many other duties to perform 
while the pay studies went on. The four 
military men had broad service backgrounds, 
of course, but they were outnumbered and 
their viewpoints necessarily were those of 
the high-ranking career man. 

Weigh that group and its background 
against the House group which now is trying 
to cae out a sound, just, workable pay 
bill, 

First, there is the chairman of the full 
committee, who sits in by virtue of his own 
post. Carl Vinson has served in Congress 
for 44 years, Thousands of service laws, 
including dozens of pay and promotion bills 
have been framed under his supervision.

Beware of a check at a poker game. 
If it is no good, says the Court of Military Appeals, that is your hard 
luck. The man that writes the bad check cannot be prosecuted by the 


military courts. 

The high court repeated its previous 
ruling that there is no legal obligation 
to pay a gambling debt. It went further 
and said that if a bad check is written 
as a part of the game — say, to go into 
the pot, or given in exchange for chips — 
there is no “dishonor” in not having 
enough money in the bank to honor the 
check. 


This ruling came in a couple of Army 
cases. 


Demon Stampers 


In another, the court upheld the con- 
viction of some- Army entrepreneurs in a 
Japanese postal unit who invented a way 
to make stamp collecting truly profitable. 
They saved used stamps with more than 
philatelic enthusiasm, They scavenged 
in wastebaskets, traded with friends -and 
with each other and bought from stamp 
dealers. 

Then, being on the other side of the 
stamp window, they took your money 
when you brought in a: package to be 
mailed, glued on used stamps and put 
the money in pocket, 

They would cancel the already once- 
cancelled stamp several times to hide the 
fact that it had already, been cancelled 
before.

If the Army were the only mili- 
tary service, it could set up a grade 


structure in which leadership, 
whether as a soldier or as a tech- 
nician, was properly rewarded in 
terms of pay and position, and pay 
its NCOs more than it pays its spe- 
cialists. 

Im such an ideal situation, there 
would be no need for specialist 
ratings, proficiency or technician 
or leadership pay.

SPECIAL PAY of any kind rep- 
resents a facing of the facts. In 
the Army’s case, the facts are that 
it is.competing with the Navy, Air 
Force, even with the Marine Corps, 
for men of a certain kind (those 
who like military life) and who 
also have the ability to learn the 
advanced techniques of modern 
war. 

The number of men with these 
attributes is not great enough to 
meet the needs of all the services, 
at least not under present pay 
scales. So all the services are will- 
ing to pay more (that -is, give 
higher grades) to those who have 
these attributes. 

But as we saw last week; this 
hurts the Marine Corps and it com- 
plicates things for the Army. For 
enlisted leaders must have skills

Here is another answer, adopting 
somewhat the same basic philoso- 
phy as that proposed through lead- 
ership pay, but modified to meet 
some of the objections voiced to 
that proposal. 

Let us begin by accepting the 
necessity for the new, nine-pay 
grade structure. 

_ Now, the first three grades are 

apprentice grades. At least; that is 

way Army promotion officials 

look at a man. He is a recruit for 

four months, an E-1 for three 

months, an E-2 for three more 
months, an E-3 for a year.

DURING the next 14 months of 
service, most men serve in grade 
E-4, are ready for promotion to 
E-5 after three years’ total service. 
But they are still “journeymen 
soldiers.” In fact, even grade E-6 
is a journeyman grade, one in 
which. a man is under constant 
supervision, and is seldom respon- 
sible for the welfare of more than 
10 others. 

Grade E-7 is the first master 
soldier grade, using the word mas- 
ter in a sense implying mastery of 
a trade. The new grade E-8 implies 
an even greater degree of mastery. 
E-9 likewise implies even more 
mastery. 

In the trades, a master artisan is 
assumed to be capable of super- 
vising. For military pay to parallel 


trade pay, the top three grades 

should be reserved for supervisers, 

the top journeyman grade sltould 

be reserved for those preparing 

and training to become supervisers. 
os - 7 

SUCH A STRUCTURE is fine for 
the Army except that it ignores the 
competition for men with certain 
skills and aptitudes that the Army 
faces from other services and from 
industry. There are certain skills 
which must be rewarded with pay 
at the E-7 and E-8 levels. In fact, 
this is exactly what proficiency pay 
envisages. 

A modified proficiency pay plan 
which authorized pay of one, two 
or three grades higher for those in 
the second journeyman level (E-5) 
would solve the problem just 
stated. 

The better solution is three 
levels of leadership pay, which 
would go to any E-5, E-6, E-7, or 
E-8 who holds a command or su- 
pervisory position. The advantage 
of leadership pay over proficiency 
pay is its greater flexibility. 

. o 


HERE’S HOW it would work: 

All tables of organization and 
distribution would be reviewed to 
assure that no man is in a direct 
command relationship to another 
who draws more pay than he does 
and that no man in a command re- 
lationship is less skilled than those 
he supervises. 

For men commanding elements 
of about squad or team size, lead- 
ership pay of $15 a month in addi- 
tion to regular pay is proposed, For 
those men who have: assistant com- 
manders under them, leadership 
pay of $30 a month is proposed, 
with $15 going to the assistants, 
so long as the unit is of approx- 
imately platoon size. For those in 
command positions in larger units, 
to company size, leadership pay: of 
$45 a month is proposed. 

Finally, the pay of the E-9 at the 
“normal point” where he could ex- 
pect promotion to such a grade 
should be $60 more than the high- 
est pay received by any may lower 
than him in rank.

RESULT of this would be: The 

first three pay grades are ap- 





prentice grades. The fourth grade 
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is the entry journeyman grade and 
no leadership pay is contemplated 
(though for the Marine Corps’ 
benefit, this could be modified if 


the corps does not upgrade its rank 
structure to the’ nine-pay grade 
form). In grade E-5, only the low- 
est leadership pay is available— 
for fire team leaders, assistant 
squad leaders, shop crew foremen 
doing second echelon work, and so 
forth. 

Grade E-6 could draw $30 or $15, 
depending on position, in leader- 
ship pay. Grades E-7 and E-8 could 
draw leadership pay in any of the 
three levels, depending on their 
command responsibility and posi- 
tion.

IN ANY EVENT, leadership pay 
would be position pay only, and 
would be lost to a man transferred 
out of a leadership position. 

Normaily, the difference in pay 
between an E-6 and an E-7, without 
regard to leadership pay, should be 
$37.50, so that a promotion would 
mean a pay raise, even if leader- 
ship pay is lost due to the promo- 
tion. The difference in pay between 
an E-7 and an E-8 should be $45, 
since it will be seldom that some 
element of leadership doesn’t go 
with E-8. 

Grades E-7 and E-8 are open to 
all, whether or not they actually 
exercise leadership, in order that 
adequate _ compensation for a 
needed skill can be paid. And 
finally, grade E-9 should be lim- 
ited to supervisers and enlisted

grade to be earned only after con- 
siderable service and experience. 


The grade structure thus 
gives recognition to three appren- 
tice levels, three journeyman levels, 
two master craftsman levels and a 
foreman level. By adding leader- 
ship pay at the second journeyman 
level, a monetary ‘reward for ac- 
cepting the responsibility of lead- 
ership is provided. Yet the pay is 
in such an amount as not to dis- 
courage an effort to continue up 
the skill ladder. 

I have a pay scale in mind that 
would achieve this result. I won’t 
reproduce it here. But it envisages 
entry pay of $75 a month, top pay 
for an E-9 of $495 a month. 

Thus by following an enlisted 


.career, a man can look forward to 


increasing his earning power by 
6.6 times while the Army can use 
a man in such positions as his skill, 
experience and the Army’s require- 
ments call for.

THE ARMY FEELS that present

No doubt the French can make a 
good legal case that what happen- 
ed in Tunisia was not aggression, 
but the suppression of a domestic 
disturbance in Algeria (which in 
law is part of France) at a time 
when Tunisia was giving asylum 
to persons engaged in armed re- 
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bellion across the Algerian fron- 
tier. In other words, this was _ re- 
prisal, and as such justified under 
the strict construction of interna- 
tional law. 

But the strict construction of in- 
ternational law has little to do with 
the furious upsurge of emotion 
that will be fanned wherever the 
Moscow or Cairo radios can reach 
throughout Africa and the Middle 
ast — a fury directed, certainly, 
not only at the French but at the 
United States. The patient, piece- 
meal labors of months of diplomacy 
and of tactful approaches at every 
level of contact may well have been 
undone by this single act of our 
friend and ally. The eventual con- 
sequences are simply unforeseea- 
ble, except that they are going to 
be highly unpleasant for us and 
for the French. 

As for the Kremlin, this must 
be a happy occasion for Comrade 
Khrushchev and no doubt will be 
the subject of some of his famous 
jovialities. This is a case where 
the Kremlin can’t lose. Whatever 
we do, we are in trouble. If we 
take a tough line with the French, 
the NATO alliance — already 
shaken by the Soviet missile threat 
—will be still further endangered 
just at the time when we are try- 


ing hard to bolster up its defenses. ' G-1

If we do not take a tough line 
with the French, every Arab and 
every African will assume that we 
are condoning what has happened 
and will be ready to believe that 
we even encouraged it. The Tunis- 
ian Premier, Mr. Bourguiba, who 
has been walking the difficult 
tight-rope of maintaining his West- 
ern orientation against heavy pres- 
sures from Nasser, will be under 
heavy attack from his own local 
malcontents. The whole Western 
position in the Middle East—whose 
oil remains vital to West Europe’s 
economy, including France’s—may 
be again endangered. 

This is an unhappy business. It 
is hard to understand what military 
and politieal advantage France 
could have gained, vis-a-vis the Al- 
gerian rebels, which can in the end 
compensate the French people and 
the Western world of which they 
are a part, for these bitter conse- 
quences.

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Should We Keep | 
Vanguard Rocket? 


By WILLY LEY 


Though Americans are said to be always in favor of the 
underdog, I have to report that the American public. seems 
to make a very unsubtle distinction between underdogs and 
unsuccessful rockets. The public may be for the underdog, 


but it is for Jupiter. During the 
last few days at least a dozen 
people have asked me why we 
should bother with additional Van- 
guard rockets. 

The reasoning is straightforward

‘destruct” button by the range 
safety officer. But in the mean- 
iime the Army fired its Jupiter-C 
ocket and put Explorer into orbit 
without a hitch. Hence Jupiter 
works and Vanguard does not. 
End of reasoning. 

The reasoning certainly is sim- 
ple and it may also be straight- 
forward, But it is incomplete. 
There are several different argu- 
ments involved. 

Performing An Experiment 

One of these arguments may be 
called the scientific argument. If 
you fire a satellite into an orbit 
your purpose is to get a package 
of scientific instruments into space. 
You do this because the instru- 
ments will provide you with infor- 
mation you want, Using the lan- 
yuage of the laboratory “you per- 
form an experiment.” 

One of the oldest bits of wis- 
dom in the field is that you should 
introduce only one change at a 
lime. If you work with toads that 
like a cool temperature, are used 
io a diet of earthworms and, of 
course, to fresh water, and you 
want to find out whether they can 
stand brackish water, you change 
ihe water only. 

You do not simultaneously turn 
the thermostat up by 20 degrees 
and change to a diet of sowbugs. 
if your toads should die you can 
never be sure what killed them. 

Transposing this analogy to put- 
iing instruments into satellite or- 
bits — or even just sending them 
io very high altitudes — simply 
means you do not use instruments 
under new conditions and simul- 
ianeously experiment with a new 
instrument carrier. If something 
ean go wrong, it will. 








McPherson Hospital 
Adds New Equipment 


FORT McPHERSON, Ga. — The 
hospital at Fort McPherson has in- 
stalled centralized oxygen and 
vacuum systems, as part of the

The oxygen system consists of | 


‘the farm,” where the oxygen is 
stored; the tubes, which pipe it 
ihroughout the hospital; and 31 
outlets in wards, patients’ rooms 
and surgical and delivery rooms. 

Previously, it had been necessary 
io transport unwieldy oxygen 
cylinders and equipment to the 
rooms in which they were needed. 
Now it is merely a matter of 
“plugging in.” 





Off-The-Shelf Hardware 

This is the reason why scientists 
have been speaking for so long in 
favor of “off-the-shelf hardware,” 
meaning rockets which are known 
to be reliable, are in production, 
and have outgrown their own 
childhood problems years ago. 

That this attitude bears. fruit 
was proved by the Jupiter. The 
Russians say it was also proved 
by the shot of Sputnik No. 1, 
which they claim was their first 
try. They also used tested and 
tried production missiles. 

Since all rockets are compara- 
tively new, this is no absolute 
guarantee that every shot will be 
a success. But to make its suc- 
cess probable, you introduce only 
a very few changes when you use 
a military rocket for a scientific 
shot, 

The idea of just dropping Van- 
guard is equivalent to saying that 
we do have a number of good 
rockets, so we don’t need any new 


ones. Vanguard jis a very new 
rocket. The first stage has per- 
formed in flight twice, the shots 


were then called T.V. 1 and T.V. 2, 
the letters T.V. standing for Test 
Vehicle. The second stage has 
never been tested in flight. The 
third stage has been flight-tested 
several times separately. 

Failures Are Expected 

With a new rocket a few failures 
are not only of minor importance, 
they are actually to be expected. 
That these failures take place 
where they can be seen can- 
not be helped. You can’t fire a 
70-foot rocket indoors. You can’t 
shoot to a hundred miles indoors, 
either. , 

Vanguard is a rocket that still 
has to grow up. And it should 
be given a chance to grow up. It 
might become a fine research in 
strument in the future. 

The mistake, then, was simply 
in trying to do too many different 
things at the same time. Trying 
to do a new experiment (a satel- 
lite shot), with new instrumenta- 
tion by means of a new rocket is 
poor scientific. planning, but the 
planning was not done by the 
scientists. 

Vanguard has to grow up first. 
In the meantime we can, and 
should, shoot our experiments 
with “off-the-shelf hardware.”

Medical Journal 
Cites Army Use 
Of TV Education 


WASHINGTON.—How the Army

AFTER A SUBJECT is selected 
and before the first line of a new 
show is written, the writer begins 
his research in the Infantry School 
library. Every article written on 
the subject is carefdlly screened. 
Then, instructors at the Infantry 
School are consulted and class- 
room lectures and simulated com- 
bat field problems are observed 
and recorded, 

Straight commentary by the an- 
nouncer and interviews are avoid- 
ed if possible. Instead, the story 
is told in skit form, dramatizing 
actual or fictional incidents to get 
the message across. Field record- 
ings are sometimes uséd in the 
programs to increase listener in- 
terest, 

Most, of the programs are re- 
corded in several segments. Skits, 
narration, sound effects, music 
and other special effects are taped 
in the recording studio ‘maintain- 
ed by the information section. 
“Actors” and “actresses” featured 
on the shows are not profession- 
als; they are military and civilian 

ersonnel who donate their serv- 
ces. After all segments of the 
show are recorded and put togeth- 
er, the finished product is care- 
fully edited and timed, and copies 
made for distribution.

Why not simply give two 
months’ pay per year to a Re- 
serve 
tirement? 


But not if he merely fulfills 
his obligation 


The bonus shouldn’t be paid un- 
less an officer has completed at 
least five years’ service. And then 
it should be paid for the fifth 
year, the sixth, and so on, up to 
a maximum of 24 months’ pay (as 
proposed). 

And, finally, why pay it with 
one hand and recapture a lot of 
it in income taxes with the other? 
An officer should have the option 
of receiving the payment, in a 
lump sum, as proposed—after the 
income tax angles have been per- 
sonally explained to him—or of 
receiving it in several monthly or 
annual installments, depending 
upon the amount involved: (His 
beneficiaries to get unpaid install- 
ments, of course, in case he should 
die before all are paid). 


THAT leaves six other defects to 
discuss. Two of them—the profi- 
ciency pay plan and discrimination 
against those now officers who 
have had prior enlisted service— 
we shall save until last. 


The other four are inter-related, 
for they stem from the Cordiner 
Committee’s pay scales, and we 
shall discuss them in conjunction 
with those scales. 


They are: 


1. Neglect of the cost-of-living 
factor. 


2. Failure, in many cases, to 
provide the incentives to ad- 
vance within officer or enlisted 
grades that Cordiner claims for 
his plan. 

3. Discrimination against pri- 
vates first class. 

4. Discrimination against re- 
tireds. 


AS ALL servicemen know, the 
last pay raise was early in 1955. 
Since then, the cost of living has 
risen about three percent a year. 
Servicemen have been required to 
contribute to Social Security. And 
they have been required, in many 
cases, to pick up the premiums for 
previously free insurance, 

All this has made a dent in the 
pocketbook. 


Despite this, the plan makes no 
provision for 61 percent of service 
personnel. Twenty-two percent, in 
fact, are saved from a pay cut 
only by the usual provision that 
no one will suffer a loss of pay. 

It’s interesting, by the way, to 

note where that 39 percent who 
WILL get a raise under Cordi- 
ner are located. The averages 
for the Army, Navy and Air 
Force taken separately range 
from 39.7 to 40.2 percent. The 
average for the Marine Corps 
-«.-e 21.1 percent. 

In other words just one of each 
five Marines stands to gain any- 
thing initially from the Cordiner 
plan, 

Some of the 61 percent will, of 
course, qualify for boosts as they 
advance . . though that won’t 
pay bills now. Others will not 
even get raises they would have 
got under the present law. Among 
these are the officers with prior 
enlisted service and the Marine 
privates first class. 

* . + 


LET’S RUN down present and 
proposed rates of pay, both to see 
if this plan has the “incentives to 
advance” claimed for it and to see 
how PFCs and officers with prior 
enlisted service will fare. 

Start with E-1. Present rate is 


$78. After four months, $83.20, 
then up to maximum of $106.60 
after four years. Cordiner pro- 


poses a flat $78. 

In short, no change for the man 
who moves out of E-1 in four 
months .

Clearly that would add incentive 
to ea to E-3, with its proposed 

But no matter what the incent- 
ive, thousands of good men can’t 
advance to E-3 within two years. 
This is particularly true in the Ma- 
rine Corps, where E-3 is a noncom- 
missioned grade; corporal, with 
controlled quotas. 

Is it fair, in view of the in- 
creased cost of living, to out this 
Cordiner cutoff at this point?

LET’S BE SPECIFIC. 

As of June 30, 1957, the Marine 
Corps had 55,272 private first class. 
Of these E-2s, 12,360 had more 


than two years’ service. They|i 


wouldn’t get a nickel under Cor- 
diner. 

And they are NOT professiorial 
privates. At least not the 10,349 
—one in five of all PFCs—who had 
two but less than four years’ serv- 
ice. And not a lot of the 1579 who 
had four to six years. In fact, so 
well is the Corps—like the other 
services—handling its “profession- 
al private” situation that only 432 
of the 55,272 PFCs have more than 
six years’ service. And only 897 
of 38,759 privates—E-1s—had more 
than four years’ service. 

Yet the Cordiner group main- 
tains that because of the longevity 
pay system—the “methuselah” sys- 
tem, they call it—there is no in- 
centive to advance. 

- * + 

E-3, AS STATED, would pay 
$99.37 under Cordiner. After two 
years in grade, it would go to $117 

The present range is from $99.37 
to $163.80, after 14 years. Over 
two and less than four is $117. 

In other words, no change in the 
first four years, then a pay cut, 
A pay cut also for the man who 
doesn’t enter E-3 until after two 
years’ total military service. 

E4. Cordiner proposes $140.40, 
with a jump to $180 after two years 
in grade. Present base is $122.30, 
with the $140.40 payable after two 
years’ total service. In effect, no 
change for those who go up after 
2-4 years’ service; a raise for those 
who go before two years’ totai 
service, a cut below presént rates, 
for the first two years’ in grade, 
for those who go up after four 
vears. The present top is $218.40, 
after 18 years. 

An E-4 with more than eight 
years’ total service would get less 
money under Cordiner than at 
present. (This is not said in criti- 
cism; we agree with Cordiner that 
$180 is about a reasonabie top for 
E-4. 


NOW, FOR E-5. Cordiner pro- 
poses $210; $220 after two years 
in grade, and $230 after four years. 
Present range is from $145.24 to 
$257.50 after 22 years. Or, more 
realistically, the average E-5 now 
gets from $163.80 to $210.60. 

Now, a couple of things should 
be pointed out in connection with 
this advancement from E-4 to E-5. 

If a Cordiner E-4 goes up to E-5 
within two years, he gets a hand- 
some $70 increase. Truly an in- 
centive. If he goes up after two 
years as E-4, he gets but $30. The 
Career Compensation Act makes 
the advancement worth, as a rule, 
$23 to $26 at most stages. So the 
incentives to go up after two years 
are about the same under the Ca- 
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with 6 years’ is offered $23.40 to 
advance. At.most other points the 
raise is worth $31.20 ($27.30 at the 
10-12-year point). 

Note also that — except for the 
handful who make the proposed 
new grades E8 and E-9 — Cor- 
diner proposes no real boost for 
senior enlisted men. 

An E-7 could make only $330, 
remember. Upon retirement on 20 
years’ service his pay would be 
half of this. At present, the pay 
of an E-7 retiring after 20 years 
is based upon $304.20. While this 
is a nine-percent increase, remem- 
ber that cost of living raises alone 
justify a six-percent raise. So Cor- 
diner offers no real increase in re- 
tired pay to men with their eyes 
upon retirement in E-7 after 20 
years. 

For those who stay longer, Cor- 
diner cuts their retired pay! Where 
a 30-year man can now retire in E- 
7 with a top pay of $335.40, he will 
be able to aspire only to that $330. 

All we can conclude is that 
there really isn’t much in the plan 
for enlisted men who do not. make 
E-8 or E-9. 

And we conclude also that the 
in- grade promotions mean very 
little difference in pay for those 
in the upper grades four years or 
more before being promoted. Why= 
this is so we’ll detail next week.

Sherman tank formerly used on 
Fort Riley’s ranges as a moving 
target is destined to become a mu- 
seum piece in front of the Post 
Museum as soon as Ordnance of- 
ficials can get it in presentable 
shape and move it to the museum 
area. 

Maj. Harley Becker, Post Ord- 
nance Officer, estimated that it 
would be about mid-April before 
the machine would be ready to 
move into place. The tank, which 
weighs approximately 69,000 
pounds, will be stripped of its ma- 
chine guns and the engine will be 
removed. 

Ordnance mechanics will give 
the machine a complete paint- 
job before its delivery. All the 
work will be done during periods 
of light work at the Ordnance 
shops. 

The War II vintage “iron horse” 
will become the second piece of 
heavy machine to find a resting 
place outside Riley’s museum.

A GOOD percentage of Marine Corps novels seems 
to be written by intense young men whose 
earnestness exceeds their writing ability.

io the swing era—meaning the late 
thirties and early forties, a time when 
good live music was not the rarity it is 
today — I thought Benny Carter to be the best alto 
saxophone player I had ever heard. I stiil think so 


today. 

Carter has not been recorded as often or as well 
as he might be, but the veteran is featured on two 
new LPs: “The Urbane Jazz of Roy Eldridge and 
Benny Carter” (Verve 8202) and “Makin’ Whoopee” 
(Verve 8227), the second one a trio performance 
with the late Art Tatum and drummer Louis Bell- 
son. 

Carter’s solos on “The Moon Is Low” and “I 
Missed My Hat” (based on the “I Never Knew” 
chord progression) with Eldridge and a three-man 
rhythm section are fine examples of Benny’s fluid, 
sane, melodic and distinctive approach te improvi- 
sation. 

Incidentally, four of the tunes on this set are 
duets by Roy and drummer Alvin Stoller about which 
there is nothing “urbane.” The range and intense 
never-ending drive of the Eldridge horn is well 
demonstrated. 

The set with Tatum, the jazz pianist’s pianist, is 
made up of a blues, Foggy Day, You’re Mine You, 
Undecided, Under a Blanket of Blue and the title 
tune. It’s highly recommended. 

= - * 

TATUM, who died in November, 1956, is also 
heard to advantage on another new LP called “The 
Art Tatum — Ben Webster Quartet” 4 Verve 8220). 
This is ballad playing at its very best. The songs 
are All The Things You Are, My Own and Only Love, 
My Ideal, Gone With the Wind, Have You Met Miss 
Jones, Night and Day, Where or When. Webster’s 
full-toned tenor sax and the relaxed playing of 
Tatum mesh together very well, indeed. 

I recommend the LP to everyone, especially to 
those who are under the foolish impression that 
Tatum could not play simply. Speed Was only one 
of the many characteristics of the Tatum piano style. 
On this LP, éspecially, Tatum’s remarkable delicacy 
and love of melody, minus frills, is unmistakably ap- 
parent.

Powell is a much better pianist than most of his imi- 
tators and this is one of his best records. For one 
thing, Powell swings. ‘“Elogie” is*one of the best 
things on the set. Some of the ballads, such as “4 
Should Care,” don’t make it, however.

THE SOUND OF JAZZ (Columbia 1098) is good 
but does not compare with the music these prominent 
musicians made on the highly-successful December 
TV show of the same name. “A friend of mine taped 
the TV show, the tape proving that even without the 
pictures the show was very good. This record album 
was recorded four days before the show, and the re- 
corded sound is not what it ought to be. 

Highlight of the record, for me, is Billie Holiday 
singing the blues (Fine and Mellow). She may not 
be singing as she once did, but most of the so-called 
“jazz” singérs have’a long way to go before they are 
in the same league with Lady Day. “Dickie’s Dream’’ 
also makes it. 

“The Train and the River” by the Jimmy 
Giuffre Trio is just as dull as it was on the TV 
show. This is cute, maybe, but it isn’t jazz, 
never has been and never will be. The Mal 
Waldron piano solo also does littie to demon- 
strate the “sound of jazz.” 

“Wild Man Blues” and “Rosetta” by an all-star 

group headed by Red Allen are good. 

The best thing about the clarinet duet by Guiffre 
and Peewee Russell is the straight guitar of old-timer 
Danny Barker, who makes the most ‘of passing 
chords.

BRUCKNER FANS (they are sentiaie and growing in numbers) 
will welcome a three-disc album from Decca (DXE-146, $11.98) con- 
taining the complete and original versions of Symphonies Nos, 4 and 
7, arranged in automatic sequence for changer use. Eugen Jochum, 
with the Symphony Orchestra of the Bavarian Radio in the caged 
and the Berlin Philharmonic in the Seventh, creates the long line and 
the grand climax excellently. In the Fourth, Jochum hits the medium 
prescribed by Bruckner — moving, yet not too fast. The Seventh is 
adequate but not really distinguished — even bombastic at times. 
This set means a long time with Bruckner but Decca also has avail- 
able Jochum and Bruckner’s Ninth, again in the original version. 


A CONCERTO for String Orchestra (Op. 17) by Rosza and Dancé 
Variations by Rieta are contained on M-G-M E-3565 ($3.98), played 
by the M-G-M String Orchestra under Carlos Surinach.

|) pode control, reaching deep into the most primitive corners of the world, has achieved 
one of the greatest victories of man over Nature. Reduction of infant 
one end of the vista of human existence, and geriatrics gift of longevity 


vital statistics of the world. 

But man’s battle against human 
nature has been far less success- 
ful in protecting life and limb, 
Some people can remember the 
days of the public drinking cup 
and the scourge of tuberculosis; 
the absence of compulsory vac- 
cination and the fear of small pox. 
In those days we never dreamed 
there would be a Monster whose 


Erankenstein could control it, but 
won't.

THE EXPERTS now tell us that 
the chief cause of death on the 
highway is the refusal of the driver 
to consider his conduct wrong. 

In San Diego, recently a car 
rolled out of a driveway, without 
regard to traffic which it for- 
tunately escaped, smashed into the 
porch of a house. Police were on 
hand. They rushed to the car, 
opened the door and discovered 
the driver—wagging his tail. 

The owner had forgotten to put 
on the parking brake. The dog, 
bored and lonely, put his paw on 
the gear-shift and off she went! 

One of the most emphatic 
statements in the report of the 
President’s safety committee was 
to the effect that most of the 
effort in traffic education is 
wasted because the motorist 
takes for granted he is doing the 
right thing and the other fel- 
low is at fault. 

It is true that science has not 
advanced to the point, where it 
can produce a vaccine against ac- 
cidents which will have the effect 
of an anti-tetanus shot. But prog- 
ress is being made in the direction 
of finding the germs that produce 
the terrible annual fatality record 
of the nation. And it is progress- 
ing more rapidly than are the 
people who are trying to prove to 
drivers that they are moral de- 
linquents. 

It is a consensus of those who 
have seriously studied the question 
that the general public simply 
isn’t interested in the kind of 
death-control necessary for safety 
on the highways.

One of the 
things they have learned already 
“that a one-column cut is hardly 
enough to bring out the fine points 
of a print,” so in future issues the 
cut will be boosted to two columns. 

This is a very wise decision and 
should help a lot in bringing the 
column to the attention of readers, 
especially in view of the good qual- 
ity reproduction the paper is able 
to preduce. 

Suggestions? Well, let me rough- 
ly outline what a periodical camera 
column should, ideally, cover. 

First, local (base) amateur 
photographic activity, practical 
and inspirational counsel on vari- 
ous aspects of photography, an- 
nouncements of significant new 
products in the field, and pic- 
ture -taking ideas. 

To do a real job with such a pro- 
gram calls for more space than the 
half column or less in “The White 
Falcon.” I appreciate that ade- 
quate space is not always obtain- 
able, particularly in a small base 
paper. 

But if he has to, the columnist 
can try to make do by tight writ- 
ing to get as much material as. pos- 
sible into the small space and/or 
he can treat a different type of 
material in each issue, thus achiev- 
ing the general purpose of a column 
as indicated above and lending 
variety to the column. 

The'type of picture used in each 
issue should also be chosen, within 
the limitations of the newspaper 
reproduction process, with an eye 
to demonstrating the breadth and 
potential of the photographic medi- 
um, 

The columnist can be the most 
effective if he takes the trouble 
to learn what kind of audience 
he is writing for, their problems 
and aspirations, and slants his 
copy accordingly

Shows Popularity of Phots Books

‘fale books on photography coming out in unusually rapid ‘ancneguianjatersidhe euttoas 
about figures and asked American Photographic Book Publishing Co., Inc., the lead- 
ing distributor of camera books in this country; to supply some data. The most remark- 


able fact in the report was an esti- 
mate: “Approximately $2,500,000 


was spent on Photographic litera- 
ture in book form in 1957, a 20% 
increase over 1956, with the direc- 
tion still upward.” 

“While there have been books 
on photography for many years,” 
the report comments, “the wide- 
spread reading interest of photog- 
raphers is' a comparatively recent 
development:” 

About 40 new titles appeared in 
1957 and a similar total in 1956. 
The issues ranged from the $1.95 
paper back guides to the sensa- 
tional Focal Encyclopaedia ($20). 

By far the most popular titles 

with photo fans are camera 
guides (manuals on_ specific 
cameras), of which close to a 
quarter million copies were sold 
during 1957. Second in popular- 
ity are titles in the general field 
of beginners’ books. Third place 
was shared about equally by 
titles in the color, movies and 
35mm categories. 

As a further indication that 
photography ' books are getting 
wider acceptance than ever, the.re- 
port states: 

“Many camera stores now have 
large photo book departments, and 
late in 1957, Garden City Books,-a 
division of Doubleday, undertook 
to introduce photo “book shelves 
in regular trade bookstores and 
public libraries.” 

Evidence of the large number of 
books currently available in vari- 
ous categories (44 in all) is con- 
tained in the 1958 revised edition 
of the catalogue, “Photographic 
Books;” listing more than 500 titles 
by all’ publishers, which is avail- 
able free of charge from Amphoto,

Anyone interested in books 


should have a copy. The 24-page 
catalogue is cross-referenced by 
subject, title and author, and con- 
tains 55 new books which have 
been added since last year’s edi- 
tion. An introduction counsels the 
reader on how to make the best 
use of the listings.

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Scientist 
Entry Pay 
Is Raised

The Civil Service Commis: 
sion has authorized. an in- 
crease in minimum entrance 
pay rates for certain scien- 
tific jobs ~where there is a 
shortage of applicants. 

Physical and biological science 
fields and mathematical statisti- 
cians are included, as well as 
oceanographers and _ landscape 
architects. In addition to new 
applicants getting a break, some 
700 federal employees now on the 
rolls will get raises ranging from 
$135 to $1080 a year. Those in 
GS-6 and GS-8 through GS-17 
would get the top pay step of their 
grade. (GS-5 and GS-7 already get 
this.) 





- * * 


HEARINGS on the federal clas- 
sified employee pay raise bill were 
due to be completed by February 
24. By that time the bill will have 
passed on the Senate floor. 

The postal rate increase bill, in 
timately tied with the pay raise, 
has already passed the House. 

Wage board employees also ap- 
pear likely to get an important 
break on pay. A House Post 
Office and Civil Service subcom- 
mittee under Rep. James C. Davis 
(D., Ga.) has been appointed to 
study a bill making blue dollar 
pay raises retroactive to 30 days 
after the start of a wage survey. 
It would mean an extra two to five 
months of higher rates at each pay 
change, for it now takes from three 
to six months from the start of a 
wage study until the time the new 
rates go into effect. 

The bill has already passed the 
Senate. 

The President this week signed 
another federal employee bill: 
S 1408. This provides allowances 
for transportation of house trailers 
by federal workers when being 
transferred to a new location. 

The President has also signed a 
supplemental appropriation bill 
for the Labor Department that in- 
sures continued payment of ‘unem- 
ployment insurance to government 
employees getting RIiFed.

THE NATIONAL Association of 
Federal Career Employees will go 
all the way to the Supreme Court 
in an effort to get the veterans 
preference laws declared uncon- 
stitutional. They recently lost out 
in the Appeals Court, 2-1.

New Plastic Assault Boat 
Ordered into Production 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.—Award of 
a $1,053,428 contractfor production 
of a recently standardized plastic 
assault boat to Correct Craft Inc., 
Pine Castle, Fla., has been an- 
nounced by DA. 

Developed by the Engineer Re- 
search. and Development Labora- 
tories here, the boat is designed 
for assault crossings of rivers, 
streams, and other water obstacles. 
It is lightweight and capable of 
carrying ‘15 men with their field 
equipment and weapons. 

Featuring fiberglass reinforced 
plastic construction, consisting of 
layers of glass-mat impregnated 
with polyester resin, the boat has 
two inner longitudinal reinforcing 
fleor members and five skids on 
the bottom, molded as an integral 
part of the boat. An aluminum ex- 
trusion is molded inte the gunwale

MEASURING 16 feet 4% inches 
long, 5 feet 4 inches wide at the 


gunwale, a transom height of 1 
foot 8 inches, and a bow height of 
2 feet 3% inehes, the boat weighs 
less than 300 pounds. 

The plastic assault boat is de- 
signed primarily for hand paddling. 
A 25 horsepower outboard motor 
can be attached, however.

FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska— 
A new concept in Army oversnow 
mobility is being tested during 
Exercise Cold Bay~ as a recently 
formed Transportation Cargo Car- 
rier Co. (Tracked) got its first 
workout with troops in the field 
under simulated battle conditions. 
Organized at Thule, Greenland, 
last October, and commanded by 
2d Lt. Ronald A. Golz, the com- 
pany is composed of 65 men who 
have had nearly 11 months of cold 
weather experience using their 
equipment while in Greenland. 
They arrived in the Fort Greely 
Alaska, maneuver area after a 60 
day stop-over at Fort Eustis, Va. 
After the unit arrived at Fort 
Greely, it took pre-maneuver train- 
ing tests with 21 specially equipped 
M-76 Otters (tracked oversnow 
vehicles), and 16 one-ton cargo 
sleds.

FROM THE START of the cold 
weather maneuver, the cargo car- 
rier company has worked for Cold 
Bay maneuver director headquar- 
ters, supporting both the friendly 
and Aggressor units. 

During the 10-day winter exer- 
cise the 65 men determined the 
effectiveness of a tracked cargo 
carrier unit in carrying out its 
mission under adverse weather 
conditions . . . including ice, snow 
and mountainous country. 

They tested the speed . and 
maneuverability of their Otters 
with different cargo bade: deter- 
mined maximum loads under ideal, 
favorable and difficult conditions; 
the amount of driver fatigue over 
certain periods of time; operation 
of radio equipment and other elec- 
trical devices; developed new tech- 
niques of repair and maintenance 
of their Otters while in snow and 
below zero temperatures in the 
field; and tried to answer other 
questions concerning the unit’s 
abilities to better supply and re- 
supply units in severe low temper- 
atures and deep snow. 

A new feature with the Trans- 
portation Cargo Carrier Co. was 
the use of a navigator, CWO 
Phillip L. Chaples, who also served 
as’ unit executive officer.

home, or if his children are con- 
veniently segregated by age and 
sex in the bedrooms.

Social Security 
Pays Off at 65 


NORTH PLATTE, Neb.: In a 
recent discussion with a retired 
master sergeant, the subject of 
Social Security entered the pic- 
ture.

On 
the other hand, the retired soldier 
stated that a person would not re- 
Ceive one dime of it as his retired 
pay would be greater than the So- 
cial Security payment. 

If this is true, they are being 
forced to contribute to the retire- 
ment of civilians, with no benefits 
for themselves: The only benefit 
for the individual would be pay- 
ment to his next of kin if he were 
to die before retirement — and 
then only if minor children were 
involved.

WASHINGTON — A number of Army 
paratroopers are hoping to compete in the 
national sky-diving competition in June 


for the international competition in Russia in July. 
Whether or not this will be possible depends upon 
how quickly a new Army regulation, currently being 
Pdrafted, is published. 

A current Third Army circular, which directly 
concerns all paratroopers at Fort Bragg, N.C., and 
Fort Campbell, Ky., forbids participation in sky- 
diving activity. This circular is based on AR 95-15, 
dated Nev. 27, 1956. AR 95-15 rules that qualified 
parachutists or parachuist trainees, currently on 
jump status, can make jumps only if such jumps 
“are necessary in the performance of an assigned 
military duty.” 


* * ” 
ARMY OFFICIALS directly concerned with the 
new regulation which would permit soldiers to sky 


dive ‘and compete in the national championships 
admit that the new AR may not be out in time to 
enable paratroopers to prepare properly for the 
national meet. 

One official guessed ‘that the new AR should 
be out “by late March or early April.” But he 
admitted that it could be later. 

However, another official told- Army Times that 
if a special request for permission“of certain indi- 
viduals to sky-dive in aecordance with AR 28-52 
were made, it was believed that permission would 
be granted, especially since the new AR permitting 
such activity will be issued soon and since prac- 
tice time is needed for those who hope to repre- 
sent the U.S. in the international meet in Russia 

AR 28-52, dated Jan. 21, 1958, concerns the Army 
sports program ahd includes the procedure for sol- 
diers to follow who wish to compete in high level 
sports events. 

Meanwhile, a Third Army spokesman told Army 
Times that it is doubtful if such a request would 
be made since AR 95-15, which clearly prohibits 
sky-diving, is still on the books.

SKY-DIVING, otherwise known as “sport para 
chuting,” is growing in popularity and the sport is 
obviously a natural for paratroepers.

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WASHINGTON. — The Army 
will begin to equip its pentomic 
divisions with the new M60 machine 
guh and the Mi4 and M15 rifles 
in about 18 months, if present pro- 
duction plans are approved by Con- 
gress, the Bureau of the Budget 
and the Defense Department. 


An Army Ordnance spokesman 
said that production of the new 
machine gun would begin at Spring- 
field Arsenal before the end of 
this year. In the spring of 1959 
M14 production will begin at the 
arsenal. The Army is already pro- 
ducing the NATO cartridge fired 
by the new small arms. 

Springfield Arsenal production 
of both the machine gun and the 
rifles will be on a pilot line basis. 
By the end of 1958, Army Ordnance 
hopes to have let a eontract to a 
commercial producer for the M60, 
which will replace the 1916 and 
1919 heavy and light .30 caliber 
machine guns now in use. 

In the spring or early summer of 
1959, commercial production of the 
M14 rifle, which will replace the 
Mi, the carbine and the subma- 
chine gun, and of the M15, which 
will replace the BAR, will begin. 
Arsenal production of the M14 and 
M15 will start six to nine months 
ahead of commercial production 
and will provide weapons to equip 
two or three divisions before com- 
mercial production comes in. 

With commercial production, the 
Army’s combat elements will be 
re-equipped with the lightweight 
small arms in a two-year period. 
This would mean that the active 
Army’s combat elements would. be 
outfitted with “modern small 
arms” by the end of 1961. 

There could be a speed-up or a 
slow-down in this production 
schedule. The slow-down might 
develop if the ‘economy efforts of 
last fall are renewed. The Budget 
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“HELIPLANE’ — This new plane, now being ground-tested for 
the Army by the Doak Aircraft Co. of California, can take off 
and land vertically like a helicopter but operates in air — or 
lands or takes off — like conventional craf:. Swivel-mounted 
propellers do the trick, with plane remaining horizontal.

Limited 
Pro Pay 
Gets OK

WASHINGTON — Defense man- 
power secretary W. H. Francis Jr., 
has signed a memorandum giving 
the green light to the services to 
put into effect, for the next four 
months, a much reduced proficien- 
cy pay program. 

Ever while he was doing so, the 
House Armed Services subcommit- 
tee headed by Rep Paul Kilday 
(D., Tex.), was asking searching 
questions about proficiency pay 
which indicated that its members 
had many and serious reservations 
about the program. 

The complex Francis memoran- 
dum told the services to proceed 
with their plans for FY 1958 
(which ends June 30) but to hold 
up any action on proficiency pay 
for FY 1959, “pending Congres- 
sional action on the proposed mili- 
tary pay legislation.” 

Army plans for proficiency pay 
advances (PPA) are up in the air. 
The memorandum, though dated 
February 21, had not on February 
26 officially reached those respon- 
sible for putting the program into 
effect. 
It appeared unlikely that before 
June 1 all the administrative de- 
tails could be cleared away that
